rivals. ore making in a market where for 
many years the British Engineering trade 
enjoyed practically a monopoly. Each year 
tho Statistical. Department of the Chinese 
Customs publishes. an analysis of | the 
foreign trade of China, and a glance at the 
analysig of the machinery imports will 
afford the firms interested much food for 
reflection. We note, for instance, that in 
191] China imported machinery for tha 
textile industry to the value of Taels 
323,522; in 1908, the valuo of this import 
was Tis. 2,482; in 1909 it was Tis 25,576; 
and in 1910 Tls 17,408, Theso figures in- 


| dicate that thé import of toxtilo machinery 


is a new development, and the analysis 
showa that British. suppliers hava. little 
cause to complain of their share, which 
amounted to over two-thirds of the total. 
Of machinery for brewing, distilling, sugar 
manufacture, otc., valued at Ts. 44,884, the 
British share was not a fourth of tha total ; 
while..under. tho heading. of “Machinery, 
other kinds and parts of Machinery,” 
'| whereas in 1908, ont of a net import valued 
at Tis, 7,524,202, just one-half came from 
Great Britain; in 1910, when the total 
import exceaded ten millions, Great Britain's 
share wag about one-third ; and in 1911, 
when the import fell to 53 millions, Great 
Britain’s share still bore about the same 
proportion. In Electrical materials and 
fittings, Great Britain’s share has fallen 
from a good third in 1908 to a fifth in 1911, 
It is signs and portents like these that are 
giving concern to the engineering world at 
Home. In the Electrical Review for

| PROPOSED GIFT OF THREE DREADNOUGHTS. 


— 


London, December oth. 

The Hon. R. L. Borden, the Promicr, has 
introduced in the Canadian, House of 
Commons a Bill for inercasing the effec- 
tive naval forces of the Empire. He: 
proposed .that Canada should give 
£7,000,000 to the King for three Dread- 
noughts to bo built in Great Britain and 
to bo placed at the disposal of the 
Admiralty forthe common defenco of the 
Empire. He emphasised that the great out- 
standing fact of the present naval. posi- 
tion was that twelve years ago the British 
tavy flag was predominant on every ocean 
in the world, but was to-day predominant 
nowhere except on the North Sea. He 
considered the situation sufficiently grave 
for Conada to give to the Mother 
Country immediate aid. Ho read a long 
memorandum ‘from Mr, Churchill stating 
with caroful comparisons the relative 
naval strength of Britain and Germany, 
and also that of the other. Powers. Creat 
Britain at present possesses eighteen 
Dreadnought ‘battleship cruisers against 
nineteon of the other Powers, while in’ 
1915 the figures would be thirty-fiyo and 
fifty-one. Mr. Churchill added that any 
action on the part of Canada to increase 
the ‘power and ‘mobility of the navy, this 


widening the margin of ‘our common |. 


safety, would be recogniecd everywhere as 
a most significant witness to the united 
strength of the Empire and the renewed 
resolve of the Dominions to take their 
part in maintaining its integrity.
